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Solemn Audience Hears Council’s Position 
On Parkway Overpass, Gardenway Passes 3-2

An audience of some 50 Greenbelt citizens - over half from 
the Greenbriar condominium development - listened soberly last 
Monday night to position statements by city councilmen on the 
location of the proposed overpass that would span the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. When the vote was in, it was split 3 to 2 
in favor of the Gardenway site, Mayor Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld 
and councilmen Thomas White and Charles Schwan voting for the 
preferred route. Against were Mayor Richard Pilski and council¬ 
man Richard Castaldi, who favored the Mandan overpass location. 


There were no cheers by the pro¬ 
ponent® of Gardenway nor cat-calls 
by the opponents. The decision 
was received quietly by both. Green- 
briar residents of Phase I were dis¬ 
appointed, but not resigned. Some 
seemed to feel that when the city 
start* condemnation proceedings 
for an easement through the med¬ 
ian «trip of the parking lot be¬ 
tween 7716 and 7718 Hanover Park¬ 
way, the action may possibly be 
contested. 

The solemn mood in the council 
chambers was set by the state¬ 
ment^ in particular those of coun¬ 
cil members opting for the Gard¬ 
enway route. They wanted Phase 
I owners to know how and why 
they reached their decision, how 
they searched for a compromise and 
could not find one, and how they 
hoped that the decision, which was 
a difficult one, would not result* in 
Phase I owners cutting themselves 
oft from the city. 

In presenting the major reason 
for reaching his conclusion — one 
that was also shared by Schwan 
and White — Weidenfeld said; 

“The city has the responsibility 
and obligation to the Federal ag¬ 
ency that is furnishing public funds 
to provide for the safest possible 
overpass. These public funds are 
not being provided to bridge Green- 
briar to the Greenbelt Center. That 
is merely an indirect benefit. These 
funds are being provided for one 
purpose, not to reduce the student 
pedestrian hazard at the Parkway 
but, if at all possible, to totally 
eliminate that hazard. Only the 
Gardenway site meets that obliga¬ 
tion , . 

Schwan feared that if the Man- 
dan route were constructed, the 
present short cut would still be used 
and, he said, “an even more be¬ 
guiling temptation would remain. 
Its potential victims are or would 
be younger children residing in 
Greenbriar and Glen Oaks. Their 
destination probably would be 
Greenbelt Center. Given an easy 
access and a short route, the temp¬ 
tation might be overwhelming, and 
the possibility of a tragedy is much 


greater if the would-be-crosser is 
6 to IQ, years old than if he were 
13 to 17.” 

Weidenfeld, Schwan, and White 
sympathized with Phase I residents’ 
fears. Weidenfeld said, “Some noise, 
litter and vandalism can be anti¬ 
cipated,” near Greenbriar apart¬ 
ments adjacent to either a Mandan 
or Gardenway pathway. He felt 
that policing at the Mandan site 
could be “troublesome” because of 
the various shortcuts that would be 
available to students through Phase 
II. 

White wanted council to be re¬ 
sponsive to the condition presented 
by William Ayers, President of the 
Board of Directors of Phase I, who 
spoke at the public hearing on Ap¬ 
ril 4. Ayers stated that in the event 
of condemnation, there should be 
increased police protection and that 
no fence or wall should be placed 
along the path. White said, “In¬ 
creased vigilance is required to as¬ 
sure that there be minimal impact 
on Greenbriar." He thought there 
were other ways to delineate the 
path and urged that the conditions 
be kept in mind and made “an in¬ 
tegral part of the project.” 

Additionally, Schwan thought the 
possibility of instituting a student 
monitoring system should be ex¬ 
plored with the school. 

Intrusion 

Pilski and Castaldi saw the lo¬ 
cation of the overpass at the Gar¬ 
denway location as an intrusion 
on Greenbriar Phase I residents. 
They spoke of their struggle to find 
a solution to the problem council 
faced. Pilski said, “In over 13 years, 
I find this to be the most difficult 
decision council ever had to make,” 
recalling battles against zoning de¬ 
cisions that would change the char¬ 
acter of the community, the sewage 
treatment plant at Greenbriar, the 
school site, etc. 

Pilski said he had walked the 
proposed routes many times — “The 
latest Monday afternoon.” In talk¬ 
ing to students who had taken the 
shortcut across the highway, he 
was upset that they had done so

COSTS 

City Manager James K. Giese 
reported that the Federal High¬ 
way Administration (FHA) de¬ 
veloped rough cost estimates for 
the two locations - $250,000 for 
the Gardenway bridge (this does 
not incude costs for right-of- 
way), and $500,000 for the Man¬ 
dan bridge. A change in angle 
of the Mandan bridge could re¬ 
sult in lowering that cost some¬ 
what. 

Giese said he was also advised 
that (1) soil borings were or¬ 
dered by FHA at three locations 
along the parkway, but have not 
been analyzed at this time, (2) 
bridge construction can also be 
accomplished from the parkway, 
and (3) the only construction to 
take place on property on either 
side of the parkway would be 
the construction of an access 
path. 

Unfounded Rumors 

Rumors circulating recently that 
GHI’s senior citizens and others re¬ 
ceiving financial assistance with 
their monthly charges from the 
federal program entitled Section 8 
Housing Assistance must repay this 
money when their house is sold. 

This is not true. Section 8 Hous¬ 
ing Assistance is a grant from the 
federal government to the county. 
The county then gives the money 
to landlords (or GHI in this case) 
of individuals and families who ap¬ 
ply for the grants and meet the 
income guidelines. No money is 
ever repaid to the government— 
county or federal. 

Those people in GHI—now 31— 
who are receiving this assistance 
with their monthly charges will not 
have to repay this money when 
their home is sold nor will their 
heirs when they die. 

Applications for Section 8 are still 
being taken by the county’s Hous¬ 
ing Authority. Persons who wish 
to apply must go to Hampton Mall, 
in Capital Heights (exit 33 west 
from the Beltway). Anyone who 
wants more information about Sec¬ 
tion 8 may call Sandra Barnes, Ad¬ 
ministrative Assistant at GHI, 474- 
0720, or the Housing Authority, 336- 
8900. 

GHI is applying for 332 more slots 
for Section 8 people who would 
qualify for the assistance because 
of the proposed rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram.

Meet Your Police At Beltway Plaza

This week on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, (May 4-6) from 10 
a.m. to 9 p.m, each day, Beltway 
Plaza will be the site of a display by 
the Greenbelt City Police Depart 
ment, the Prince Georges County 
Police, the Maryland State Police 
and the U.S. Park Police. The co¬ 
operative effort was spearheaded by 
Greenbelt’s Chief William T, Lane, 
who invited the other agencies to 
participate. Lt. John C. Krob, Chief 
of Field Services, was in charge of 
the project and Officer Charles 
Watkins, of Greenbelt’s Community 
Relations Unit was responsible for 
coordinating the event. The dis¬ 
play, which is co-sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Police Department and 
the Beltway Plaza Merchants As¬ 
sociation, is in celebration of Law 
Day, May 1; National Crime Pre 
vention Week, May 1-7; and in 
connection with National Police 
Week, May 14-20, All of the par¬ 
ticipating law enforcement agencies 


had varied commitments so these 
three days were set aside to dem¬ 
onstrate the cooperative spirit and 
assistance exchanged among them. 

On view at the plaza will be police 
equipment such as cruisers with 
radar, motorcycles, and the equip¬ 
ment maintained by the police to 
aid them in the performance r >f 
their duties. The central theme of 
the program is “To Serve and Pro¬ 
tect Community/Police Involve¬ 
ment”. Displays focusing on this 
topic aim at informing the public of 
services provided by the police, pro¬ 
grams available, ideas on crime 
prevention - an overview of how 
police intend to keep the community 
informed of their services. There 
will be displays other than visual, 
one of which will be a special 
treat for children. Police present 
at the exhibit will take and give out 
souvenir fingerprints. 

In conjunction with this multi¬ 
agency is a ten-point program 
sponsored by the police to explain 


their interpretation of their respon¬ 
sibility to the community. The list 
of police patrol activities includes: 
patrol and observation, traffic con¬ 
trol and its enforcement, supervi¬ 
sion of public gatherings, provision 
of miscellaneous services .such as 
police escorts for businessmen, es¬ 
corts for women who work at late 
hours, housechecks for private 
homes and for closed business, etc., 
response to calls from the public 
for assistance in criminal or non¬ 
criminal situations, criminal inves¬ 
tigation by detectives or patrols, 
collection and preservation of evi¬ 
dence from scenes of crimes and 
incidents, arrest offenders, presen¬ 
tation of court testimony on crim 
inal matters and in accident inves¬ 
tigations, and community involve¬ 
ment as promoted by the Commun¬ 
ity Awareness Team. 

All residents are invited to the 
display to learn how the police 
department is working on their be¬ 
half.

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1 / actical Limits of Democracy 

Why do we have elections? The reader would surely agree 
that we elect members to Congress to represent our point of view 
to act upon those measures which are reasonable and sound and 
to defeat those measures not in our best interests. If we are un- 
happy-with the way our representative votes, we have the oppor¬ 
tunity to kick the rascal out” at the next election 

None of us thinks of going to the Capitol and demanding the 
opportunity to vote on each measure ourselves. In this sense 
democracy has its practical limits. 

Which brings us to the GHI elections. Before the membership 
on Wednesday night will be a proposed bylaw amendment which 
would, in effect, negate the board's responsibility to approve GHI 
budgets and instead require that 1608 members do so. The reason 
behind this move, is to allow some members, who have steadfastly 
c osed their eyes to the twin realities of inflation and progress, to 
nalt further increases in monthly charges. 

Over the years, reporters from this newspaper have struggled 
to understand GPU budgets. Budgets are complex documents and 
not many members (in fact, only two this year) attend GHI’s 
budget hearings, even though their opinions are earnestly sought. 
What, then, would be the effects of asking the membership to ap¬ 
prove the corporation’s budget each year? 

We can imagine what would happen in city affairs if the 
citizens of Lakeside tried to delete line items affecting the citizens 
of Boxwood. Would GHI frame homeowners vote against paving 
parking courts for themselves while approving such maintenance 
for the masonry homeowners or vice versa? 

GHI is about to embark upon a much-needed rehabilitation 
of its forty-year-old structures. The prime targets of such 
rehabilitation are to save energy and cut maintenance costs. Lack 
of support for the board’s mandate to make decisions on the future 
af GHI would seriously undermine the rehabilitation program, 
could make government grants and bank loans unobtainable and 
would thereby destroy GHI’s efforts to achieve long-range savings 
and improvements which the membership itself demanded. just 
four years ago. 

We know that many members in GHI remember when their 
monthly charges were ridiculously low, and some find it difficult 
to believe that the cost of water and taxes and insurance and paint 
and plumbing fixtures and oil and . : and . . and . . could rise so 
dramatically. We know many members are seriously concerned 
about rising costs and worry about how they will personally bear 
the burden. However, the corporation has the responsibility and 
the elected board members are legally bound - to maintain the 
homes. To transfer this responsibility to a well-intentioned, though 
sometimes divided or disinterested membership, is to seriously 
jeopardize the financial stability of GHI as well as the physical 
integrity of each member’s home. 

We urge the membership to vote down this potentially disas¬ 
trous amendment.

Health Fair May 19,20 
At Beltway Plaza Mall 

“High Level Wellness” is the 
theme adopted by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Health Department for 
its next Health Pair scheduled for 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m., Friday and Satur¬ 
day , May 19 and 20, at the Beltway 
Plaza Mall in Greenbelt. Twelve 
free health tests plus 50 other 
health-saving booths will be avail¬ 
able, including one featuring health 
services for the deaf and sign lan¬ 
guage interpreters. 

I he free tests are for blood pres¬ 
sure, diabetes, emphysema, glau¬ 
coma, visual acuity, hearing, dental 
plaque, oral cancer, breast and cer¬ 
vical cancer, colon-rectal cancer 
and height/weight ratio. Special 
preparation is required for the dia¬ 
betes test only. Anyone desiring 
this test should eat a balanced meal 
two hours prior to being tested. 

High level wellness” is a positive 
and active approach towards good 
health. Its advocates claim that 
everyone can lead a healthier, 
more productive, and consequently, 
happier life by taking an active 
lather than a passive role regarding 
his own well being. Pointing to 
studies which demonstrate that 
much sickness and death in tech- 
nologicaly advanced nations like 
the U.S. are brought about by en¬ 
vironmental and behavioral factors, 
advocates of high level wellness fo¬ 
cus upon what people can do to 
maintain or improve their health. 
This is different from the tradition 
al medical approach which focuses 
upon what can be done to restore 
health after illness, disease or disa¬ 
bility has occurred. 

In addition to its focus upon high 
level wellness, the fair will offer 
dozens of other booths, each pro¬ 
viding information on an important 
topic of service. The Cancer Society 
will provide timely information on 
safety in the sun, while the Con 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
will focus upon toy safety and 
other areas of consumer interest. 
The Heart Association will demon 
state the life-saving technique of 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation. The 
National Jogging Association will 
feature the positive effects of run 
ning, and the Podiatry Association 
will offer helpful information for 
runners and other interested in 
general foot care. The Maryland 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration will have a new test 
available for joggers and others 
who are exposed to automobile 
emissions. Through the use of a 
Breath Ecolizer MOSHA staff will 
be able to tell visitors how much 
carbon monoxide is in their blood. 
Higher than normal blood levels 
can slow reaction time, making the 
individual more accident prone. 

The revised Tel-Med brochure 
which lists the new additions to the 
existing library of prerecorded 
health information will be available. 
The Tel-Med System, one of the 
most popular new services in the 
county, receives about 10,000 calls 
per month.

Inflation and GHI Costs 

To the Editor: 

As serious and well-intentioned 
as it may be, the proposal to en¬ 
trust to the membership the author¬ 
ity to authorize any increase in GHI 
monthly charges rests on two fun¬ 
damental fallacies. 

The first fallacy is that a large 
number of GHI members would 
study the issue with sufficient care 
to be able to make informed judg¬ 
ments. In 15 years of studying and 
adopting annual budgets, eight with 
GHI and seven with the city, I 
can recall no work session at which 
more than a handful of members 
or citizens were in attendance. Pub¬ 
lic notice is given to all work ses¬ 
sions, city and GHI. They are open 
sessions. Members or citizens re¬ 
spectively may be heard. Yet at the 
second of its seven scheduled work 
sessions on the city’s 1979 budget, 
one citizen appeared. None was 
present at the first or third. At the 
first hearing on the 1978 GHI bud¬ 
get, two members appeared, at the 
second one member. 

The number of members or citi- 5 - 
zens who follow GHI or city activ¬ 
ities closely is disappointing to me. 
(Incidentally, an understanding of 
these activities is necessary if bud¬ 
get-making decisions are to be well 
founded — and that is a year-round 
job.) That the number is not great 
is not surprising, however. There 
are many worthwhile activities that 
compete for attention. For example, 
I do not dehide myself that I am 
even reasonably well informed a- 
bout the affairs of any church or 
church-related group, the Boy or 
Girl Scouts, the News Review or 
Twin Pines, a Parent Teachers As¬ 
sociation, the Heart Association or 
the March of Dimes. Others are 
and I am grateful to them for their 
taking their time to participate in 
the affairs of these organizations. 

The second fallacy is that GHI 
members can halt the march of in¬ 
flation, a task the GHI Board has 
failed to perform, Ten years ago, in 
1969, GHI expended for real estate 
tfixes, sewer and water fees and fuel 
oil a total of $631,747. Its net in¬ 
come from members’ monthly char¬ 
ges was $1,429,298 or 2.26 times that 
total The 1978 budget anticipates 
costs for these items to be $1,561,- 
569, and members’ charges $3,458- 
747, or 2.21 times the total for the 
several items. In other words, mon¬ 
thly charges have done no more 
than keep pace with inflation. 

No, these are not all the items 
on the expense side of the budget. 
But, did costs for electricity, post¬ 
age, telephone, wages, materials, in¬ 
surance and other taxes decline in 
recent years? Was the 1978 family 
automobile less expensive than its 
1969 counterpart? 

The descretion to raise monthly 
charges some reasonable amount to 
meet increasing costs must be left 
where it is, with the Board, unless 
it can be shown that members can 
do better. I, for one, cannot point to 
my having been successful in hold¬ 
ing down the increases in the price 
of food I need, medical expenses I 
have or any other cast I must incur. 
My guess is that the average GHI 
member has been no more success¬ 
ful than I.

Choosing the Best to Serve 

To the Editor: 

With Greenbelt Homes, Inc. elec¬ 
tions coming up next week and 
state and national elections in a few 
months, voters should give much 
thought as to who will best serve 
them in the coming years.

6 Will the candidate’s work ex¬ 
perience or education help him or 
her meet the changing problems 
which will need to be addressed? 

By applying these and similar 
questions when reviewing candid- 
dates’ backgrounds, you will come 
to a decision which will help make 
your organization or community a 
better one.

to save time and had not thought 
about the “risk to their lives” It 
had been a warm day, Pilski said, 
and Greenbriar residents were out¬ 
doors sunbathing. “The' Gardenway 
location,” he said, “would present 
too much of an intrusion on those 
living adjacent to the pathway, es¬ 
pecially during the summer 
months.” 

Both Pilski and Castaldi deplored 
the use of condemnation. Castaldi 
felt the city should go this route 
only “as a last resort,” while Pilski 
said that he had “never voted for 
a condemnation of property where 
homeowners live.” He was con¬ 
cerned that Phase I owners had 
purchased their property not real¬ 
izing that an overpass pathway 
would be “dumped in their back¬ 
yards . . . I wondered if an over¬ 
pass were built from Lakeside to 
Boxwood if I would raise my voice 
in opposition . . . We have an al¬ 
ternative — let us move the over¬ 
pass down the road a piece (Man- 
dan)” 

Castaldi thought a reasonable 
compromise was the Mandan ov¬ 
erpass. He said, “When you have 
to compromise, do it at a point 
where you are really sacrificing 
little or no values.” 

He based his decision on the fact 
that (1) future growth on both 
sides of the parkway would be best 
served by the Mandan overpass, 
(2) Mandan route was more central 
to the city and would bridge Old 
Greenbelt at the Northern end 
where there would be a ballfield 
complex. 

Castaldi felt that those who ar¬ 
gued that students would continue 
to cross the highway if Mandan 
overpass were built were “using the 
students as a ploy ... If we pro¬ 
vide a safe access to students and 
proper screening and fencing, they 
will make the right choice.” 

Phase II 

“People in Phase II are just as 
affected as people in Phase I,” said 
Mary Curry, speaking before coun¬ 
cil for the first time. “A lot of 
people in Phase II did not come to 
the public hearing because they as¬ 
sumed (Gardenway) was the safest 
way,” she added. 

Several other Phase II residents 
also expressed their objections to 
the Mandan route, stressing that in 
their portion of Greenbriar there 
would be five buildings adversely 
affected, while in Phase I there 
were three. Students, they said 
using the Mandan route would 
shortcut between buildings and 
cross lawns rather than follow 
Mandan Road, then turn right at 
Hanover, then left to the school. 

Donald Curry, security chairman 
for Phase n, said Mandan Road 
is more open and exposed. How¬ 
ever, he empathized with those in 
Phase I and said he would like to 
see the overpass “in Chicago,” He 
strongly urged that city authori¬ 
ties make every effort to apprehend 
those trespassing in the apartment 
development and illegally crossing 
the highway. 

Charles Sokol, vice-president of 
the Board of Directors of Phase II, 
told council that, based on the feas¬ 
ibility study by city and other gov¬ 
ernmental agencies, the board ap¬ 
proved the Gardenway route. 

Others Affected 

Schwan observed that the resi¬ 
dents of Greenbriar “have not had 
the experience of 40 years of inner 
walkways. Those across the Park¬ 
way from Greenbriar have had such 
experience. Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
through whose property a Garden¬ 
way route would run, supports the 
selection of that site. No resident 
of the court through which it would 
pass has opposed it, and the path to 
the overpass would be closer to 
homes in that court than it would 
be to any in Greenbriar.” 

Ralph Webb, 21-P Ridge, suppor¬ 
ted tjie Gardenway route and felt 
the safety of the young people was 
more important than other factors. 
“I expect a good deal of traffic 
from the Gardenway site,” he said, 
referring to his own court, “We will 
be Subject to the same problems as 
the Greenbriar people.” 

Robert Logenstein reminded coun¬ 
cil that Phase I owners voted a- 
gainst the Gardenway site. He felt 
that not enough credit was given 
to the students, who would be look¬ 
ing out for their own safety. “99% 
of students will choose the safe 
route and 1% would run across the 
Parkway and get into trouble an- 


way.” 

Roy Porter wondered how stud 
ents would cross Hanover Parkway 
in the morning, when there is a 
steady stream of traffic going to 
the school. 

Donald Shell wanted council to 
table the matter until they could 
explore the possibility of extending 
Mandan Road across the Parkway. 

Jack Steiffer, who teaches at 
Roosevelt, thanked council for a 
Gardenway decision, “Any of my 
kids is worth more than all of the 
property.” 

Praise for Council 

Dick French pointed out that 
over the past few months the city 
has had to deal with the city bud¬ 
get, zoning issues, development on 
the Golden Triangle, commercial 
development on Greenbelt Road, 
Metro and bus route fights, sewage 
complaints, school board issues and 
the most controversial issue of them 
all — the B al t i mor e-W as hi ngt on 
Parkway overpass. 

“In all these considerations,” he 
said, “and throughout the entirety 
of this pivotal period, the mayor 
and council have carried themselves 
with distinction . . . They’re good 
and honorable men, they’re compe¬ 
tent men, and whatever they decide 
has been made with the best inter¬ 
est of the city and our citizens in 
mind.” 

The warning by Greenbriar 
Phase I residents that the selec¬ 
tion of the Gardenway route would 
result in the severing of relations 
with the city was upsetting to 
council, 

“I plead with the Greenbriar 
people not to sever relations with 
the city as some have indicated,” 
said Weidenfeld, “but to join and 
work with us for better community 
relations and a better quality of

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Townhouse Resale Policy 
Considered by GHI Board

At a relatively short regular board meeting of Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. last Thursday evening, several matters relating to rou¬ 
tine operations of the corporation were discussed, or acted on, with¬ 
out much controversy. A report by a seven-member ad hoc com¬ 
mittee set up to study the townhouse resale policy, however, re¬ 
vealed substantial disagreement on that particular question. 


The townhouse resale policy as 
presently set up has been criticised 
by some homeowners as being too 
complex and restrictive; they claim 
also that it is not fulfilling its ori¬ 
ginal purpose of availability to 
larger families, and also that GHI's 
equity in the townhouses goes up 
with each resale. A four-member 
majority of the ad hoc committee 
apparently supported this general 
view and pushed through three mo¬ 
tions (a fourth was passed unani¬ 
mously) which the board will next 
be considering. One of the mo¬ 
tions asks that the 25 townhouses 
a*td four freestanding homes be re¬ 
assessed, and that the members 
living in them be permitted to buy 
out GHI's equity. A second motion 
would establish a program essen¬ 
tially permitting members with 
limited resources to borrow 10% 
♦f the equity from GHI. A third 
motion (of uncertain status, judging 
by the report) would have GHI set 
up short term loans, from funds 
made available on purchase of its 
•quity, for the use of members who 
•tfaerwise could not buy a town- 
hoMse. 


Minority Report 

The three-member minority de¬ 
tailed several reasons why they op¬ 
posed these motions. Their main 
arguments appear to be that with¬ 
out the presnt controls, the town- 
house sales prices will inflate so 
that only more affluent members 
will be able to purchase such 
homes; that' the GHI equities in 
the homes are less than the ap¬ 
praised land values; and that pre¬ 
sent owners bought their homes on 
the basis of existing appraisals, 
without complaint. 

In partial response to the report, 
chairman James Smith asked man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears to prepare a 
motion to be considered at the next 
board meeting, which would fix 
GHI’s maximum equity in the lar¬ 
ger homes at 10%. 

The only disagreement expressed 
at the time came when Nat Shin- 
derman (chairman of the ad hoc 
committee) suggested the board 
should delete, in the present town- 
house resale policy, three words 
tieing GHI’s equity to market price. 
This was questioned by director 
Mary Clarke, as to whether it a-

Miscellaneous 

On other matters, the board 
moved quickly. It authorized in¬ 
stallation of central air condition¬ 
ing in the administration building 
at a maximum cost of $5000. A 
contract in the amount of $9500 
was let for roof replacement and 
vent installations on homes located 
on Gardenway, Research and Ridge 
Roads. 

The board also accepted, from 
the Audit committee, a detailed 
paper - in preparation for several 
months - which outlines and sum¬ 
marizes “responsibilities, powers 
and duties” of the board of direc¬ 
tors, management and committees. 

On the legislative front, progress 
on a proposed Consumer Coopera¬ 
tive Bank - modeled after existing

CITY NOTES 

Dirt obtained from the Housing 
for the Elderly site was recently 
spread on the old landfill site where 
one ballfield has been completed 
and another almost finished. All 
pedestrian underpasses were clean¬ 
ed. Speed limit signs were install¬ 
ed along Hanover Parkway and 
JVIandan Road in the Greenbriar 
development. 

Considerable exterior work was 
accomplished at the Municipal 
Building addition site recently. The 
final surface was placed on the 
parking lot and parking space lines 
were painted. Landscape work was 
done, including sodding. Some gen¬ 
eral clean up of the building be¬ 
gan and several contractors are 
performing final punchout work. 

Sub-foundation work took place 
at the Elderly Housing facility. As 
a result of excavation a large con¬ 
crete structure was uncovered 
which Superintendent of Public 
Works, Buddy Attick believes was 
built during the time the original 
GHI houses were constructed. The 
structure was probably used for the 
on-site mixing of concrete. Where 
excavation has been brought down 
to proper grade, fill material from 
the Golden Triangle is being laid 
and compacted prior to the pouring 
of footings. 

Recently the city received com¬ 
plaints regarding two peddlers sel¬ 
ling pots and pans on Mandan 
Road adjacent to the Glen Oaks 
apartments. The vendor had been 
issued a peddler’s permit for pedd¬ 
ling in the public right-of-way by 
the city and the permit provides 
that stops at one location be limited 
to 15 minutes. The peddlers had 
been moving their vehicle a short 
distance every 15 minutes or so. A 
formal notification was delivered to 
them that, if they did not conduct 
their operation by peddling through¬ 
out the city, their permit would be 
revoked. 

The general crew began wor on 
the bike path along Lakecrest 
Drive removing sod preparatory to 
paving. The sod removed from 
Lakecrest Drive was placed behind 
the curbs installed in Boxwood last 
fall. 

McDonald Little League field was 
prepared, and the crew aided in 
the installation of the parking lot 
lights at the Springhill Lake rec¬ 
reation center. 

Several pieces of original Green- 
belt furniture was picked up from 
Glenn Dale, 

The park crew has been cutting 
grass, painting picnic tables and 
working on ballfields. The chipper 
and leaf vacuum have been out. The 
golf course greens were treated 
with an herbicide to kill dandelions 
and parks, and playgrounds were 
cleaned. Three magnolia trees were 
planted at the memorial garden. 
Approximately 150 feet of top rail 
was replaced on the fence around 
the silt basin at the bay end of the 
Lake. 

The building crew has been clean¬ 
ing all municipal buildings. The 
crew leader is attending a training 
course in building maintenance and 
supervisory skills. 

The paper collection netted 7 tons, 
940 lbs. last week and 8 tons, 80 
lbs. the previous week. 

Azaleas were planted in the mem¬ 
orial garden on Centerway in me¬ 
mory of Robert McGee. The CETA 
crew is about finished with the 
open ditch along Braden Field. 
The pear trees in the shopping 
center and on Southway as well as 
the tulips on Southway are in full 
bloom. 

Part of the building crew has 
been working with the contractor 
on the Municipal Building in light¬ 
ing the outside and west parking 
lot. 

Waste oil was picked up thi3 
week for a total of $24,00.

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Police Dept. Overworked 
Chief Asks Two New Officers

Will holding the line on police expenditures to keep from in¬ 
creasing the budget be satisfactory to all concerned? City Mana¬ 
ger James Giese has called for no budget increase in his proposed 
budget for 1978/79. He presented his proposed police budget of 
$555,500 to council at its Wednesday night, April 19, work session. 
With all members present, council wrestled with the different 
requests of Giese, Police Chief William Lane and members of the 
Fraternal Order of Police (FOP), Cpl. Kenneth Stair and Private 
M. Douglas Sappington. Only Giese’s requests would maintain the 
budget at its present level. 


Board of Education Sets 
Public Work Session On 
School Goals, Closings

Although the controversial Dem¬ 
ographic Study Alternatives I and 
II (plans 1 and 2) have been tabled, 
the Prince Georges County Board 
of Education has kept the subject 
alive by passing two resolutions at 
its April 13 meeting. One resolu¬ 
tion calls for a public work session 
that will begin the process of es¬ 
tablishing goals and objectives for 
the county school system. The sec¬ 
ond directs the superintendent to 
come back to the Board in Septem¬ 
ber with a time-table, guidelines 
and procedures for elementary and 
junior high school closings. 

Resolution I 

In presenting the resolution, the 
five sponsors, including Greenbelt’s 
representative Lesley Kreimer, felt 
the Board must deal with and re¬ 
spond to the serious concerns that 
citizens expressed about Plans 1 
and 2. While supporting the philos¬ 
ophy behind the demographic study 
— that children should be able to 
attend schools closer to their homes 
and that children from already in¬ 
tegrated communities should be 
able to attend schools in their neigh¬ 
borhoods — citizens attacked the 
inequities in the solutions that were 
proposed. 

These included the failure to con¬ 
sider projected rather than current, 
population figures; the failure to 
coordinate the inquiry into closing 
of elementary schools with that 
concerning closing of junior high 
schools; the failure to look at al¬ 
ternative programs (magnet, mid¬ 
dle school, pairing, clustering) as 
well as busing as influences for de¬ 
segregation; the failure to provide 
stability for those children who 
have attended different schools ev 


No new major activities are pro¬ 
vided for in the fiscal year 1978/79 
capital improvements side of the 
budget. Instead, this year will see 
the continuation or completion of 
a number of projects begun in the 
last' several years — land acquisi¬ 
tion, building and remodeling, play¬ 
ground renewal and, with no special 
thanks to the past two harsh win¬ 
ters, as much street and curbing re¬ 
pair as funds available allow. 

In past years the capital improve¬ 
ments budget has served as a guide 
in determining how the proceeds 
from the $950,000 bond issue ap¬ 
proved by the electorate in Novem¬ 
ber 1968 would be spent. Little, if 
any, money will remain in the ac¬ 
count by June 30, 1978, the end of 
the fiscal year. The budget cau¬ 
tiously predicts $5,603. 

City Manager James K. Giese rec¬ 
ommends that council hold these 
regaining funds as a reserve for 
contingencies until (1) purchase of 
the 10 acre tract in parcel 2 has 
been completed (still in negotia¬ 
tion); (2) until costs are known 
for remodeling of municipal build¬ 
ing; and (3> until construction of 
the elderly housing facility has 
been successfully completed. The 
city is obligated to see the build¬ 
ing into operation. (See separate 
story on accomplishments of bond 
issue > 

Revenue Sharing Budget 

Tbe city expects to receive $81,- 
92# in federal revenue sharing funds 
during the next fiscal year. In ad¬ 
dition, $40,800 of last year's revenue 
sharing funds were not spent and 
are rebudgeted for next year. As in 
pattt years, $40,000 would be allocat¬ 
ed to the General Fund to pay a 
portion of the city's outstanding 
bonds due this year. The rest is 
proposed largely for new equip¬ 
ment : 

Administration $ 3,900 

Police Dept. $24,700 

Public Works $ 3,650

that will help reduce the number of 
children transported and the dis¬ 
tances traveled. 

Howard Savage, chairman of the 
study committee, told the News Re¬ 
view that the committee will offer 
its views at the work session on 
May 22. A meeting of the commit¬ 
tee will be held in the near future. 

Resolution 2 

Golato sponsored the resolution 
on elementary and junior high 
school closings. Voting in opposi¬ 
tion were Kreimer and Sue Bieniasz. 
Kreimer felt the action was prema¬ 
ture in light of the upcoming pub¬ 
lic work session to identify priori¬ 
ties and goals for the school system. 


Recreation $ 3,550 

Swim Pool $ 3,600 

Funds are also proposed for park 
improvements ($17,000) and an eld¬ 
erly transportation service ($2,700). 

Other Budgets 

The Community Development 
Grant Fund Budget provides for 
funds expected to be received 
through the Prince Georges Neigh¬ 
borhood Improvement Plan for the 
improvement of public facilities in 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., area. 
Of the $125,000 anticipated to be 
received by the city, $90,000 will be 
used for street construction (pro¬ 
bably a part of Ridge Road between 
Southway and Gardenway); $10,000 
for playground improvements; $15,- 
000 for a sidewalk linking the eld¬ 
erly housing facility with the Cen¬ 
ter; and $10,000 for administering 
a rehabilitation loan program for 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. GHI is also 
receiving funds for the planning 
of the rehabilitation of GHI homos. 

The Elderly Housing Fluid Con¬ 
st ruction Budget was adopted by 
council on December 12, 1977 and 
approved by the Maryland Com¬ 
munity Development Administra¬ 
tion, The State provides 100% fin¬ 
ancing of the 101-unit apartment 
building. Federal housing assist¬ 
ance will be available to qualified 
elderly and handicapped tenants, 
thus assuring full occupancy (and, 
therefore, the ability to pay) dur¬ 
ing the time of the mortgage — 40 
years. The Elderly Housing Fund 
has paid $125,000 to the city for 
the Ridge ROad Center property. 
These funds together with Capital 
Improvement funds, are to be used 
during the current fiscal year to 
purchase a 10-acre tract adjacent 
to the elderly housing property for 
use as a city park. Using Capital 
Improvement funds, a special secur¬ 
ity deposit of $34,434 was set aside 
this year as a contingency reserve 
for the project. The money, if not 
needed, will be returned four years 
after the facility opens. The build- 


Manpower, cruisers, and radios 
were seen by all as needing to be 
increased but in differing amounts. 
Giese’s budget calls for an increase 
one officer in the middle of the 
fiscal year (Vj man for the year). 
However, Giese did recommend 
that, should the city not receive 
a renewal for its funding of the 
officer now paid for by the Com 
prehensive Employment and Train¬ 
ing Act (CETA), authorization for 
that position continue. This would 
mean a force of 24 police officers 
as of January 1, 1979. Giese added 
that he had authorization for a 
CETA employee for a records clerk 
but hadn’t gotten the clerk yet. 

Requested by Lane were two men, 
and one supply person plus the 
CETA technician. Lane set a goal 
of 26 officers and 9 supply personnel. 
His requests were predicated on 
growth of the city, he said. Lane 
told council that it takes about a 
year to train an officer so that he 
can be of value to the department. 

FOP Requests 

A minimum of three officers in 
addition to the CETA officer were 
asked for by the FOP. Their long 
range goal is a force of 28 officers. 
They were adamant about this be 
ing the minimum increase they 
could work with. They did not 
know where the money could be 
obtained for the additions. Accord¬ 
ing to FOP, 21 officers are needed 
if no one is sick, hurt, on leave, or 
at court. There are now 18. 


ing is expected to be completed and 
opened by the Spring of 1979. 

Fire Station Addition Fund. 

Greenbelt voters at the September 
1977 election authorized the city to 
provide financing to build an addi¬ 
tion to the fire house through the 
sale of $75,000 in bonds. Funds for 
repayment of principal and inter¬ 
est will come from increased rent 
paid to the city by the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad. 

Motor Equipment Maintenance 
Fund Budget has been established 
as a means of cost accounting for 
all major city motor equipment. 
Fifty-two automobiles, trucks and 
other pieces of equipment are ac¬ 
counted for in this fund. When 
this data is fully developed over 
several years, the fund will charge 
the various operating departments 
for the cost of equipment tised on 
a unit basis, such as mileage or 
hours of use. Such data will also 
provide better information on the 
value of each piece, its operating 
efficiency, when to buy or rent and 
when to replace. 

The Replacement Fund Budget 

was established to build up reserves 
for the replacement of existing 
equipment as it becomes obsolete. 
Thus the city has been able to 
keep its equipment in good condi¬ 
tion, and tight budgets have not 
prevented the replacement of obso¬ 
lete items when necessary. Reserve 
funds are also available to take 
care of unforseen major repairs. 

The budget proposes the purchase 
of seven pieces of equipment at a 
cost of $24,500 including 3 mobile 
radios ($5,000), a dump truck wflh 
snow plow ($10,000) and major re¬ 
pairs to the International Loadpac- 
ker, refuse truck, ($4,000). Contri¬ 
butions made annually to this fund 
from the General Fund need be 
increased ($10,000) because of the 
rapid rate of inflation — especially 
in the cost of new equipment. 


Three Sectors 

With the added men the FOP 
would hope to divide the city into 
three sectors, adding a sector from 
the U.S. Park on Greenbelt Road 
to Windsor Green, Greenbriar and 
Glen Oaks. Presently the city is 
divided into two sectors: Springhill 
Lake/Beltway Plaza and old Green¬ 
belt, Greenbriar, Glen Oaks, Wind 
sor Green. 

Neither Giese nor Lane saw the 
need for three sectors at this time. 
Giese did see a need for three sec¬ 
tors on some shifts — those times 

when the most calls come in - 

with a long range goal of three sec¬ 
tors as population increases. Lane 
thought it might be of value to the 
department to try to do three sec¬ 
tors as soon as possible. The police 
department, he said, fs the only city 
department immediately affected by 
growth. There is an immediate 
need for police services. Mayor 
Richard Pilski suggested that by 
1979 growth might warrant three 
sectors. 

The FOP pointed out that they 
should be spending one-third of 
their time on calls but were having 
to spend half of their time. They 
pointed to a real need for more offi 
cers so they could have three sec ¬ 
tors. 

F'oofc Patrols? 

Jack Steiffer, Laurel Hill, com 
mented to council that an increase 
in foot patrolmen might help to sell 
people on the need for more police. 


Double Your Money 
or How to Turn 
$950,000 into 
$2,114,000 

Over the past ten years the 
city has undertaken a variety of 
major projects utilizing the pro¬ 
ceeds from the $950,000 bond is¬ 
sue approved by referendum in 
1968. These bond issue funds, 
stretched as far as possible, will 
have bought projects totaling 
$2,114,000 by the end of the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. This is possible 
because the original bond funds 
have been supplemented with in¬ 
terest on investment of $240,018 
and a variety of state and feder¬ 
al grants and contributions from 
other sources of $966,366. 

Accomplishments 
Listed below are the projects 
financed from this fund during 
the past ten years: 

1. Acquisition of 8 parcels of land 
in all areas of the city for park 
use, totaling 72.47 acres ($588,- 
858). 

2. Four building projects: 
Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center ($389,795) 

Addition to, and remodeling of 
Municipal Building (145,004) 
Fire Station Addition (1970) 
($51,184) 

Youth Center Addition ($193, 
353) 

3. Two street construction pro 
jects: 

South way ($108,570) 

Gentry Drive ($48,523) 

4. Construction of four additional 
tennis courts, lighting of all 8 
courts at Braden Field ($81,811). 

Funds Remaining 
As of June 30, 1978, if the par¬ 
cel 2 purchase goes through as 
expected, there will be a scant 
$5,603 remaining in the fund. 

The city staff has been direc¬ 
ted by council to begin a “wish 
> list"’ of major capital expenses 
| for the next 10 years - a prelude, 

} perhaps, to a new bond issue. 


Pilski wondered if it would set 
them on a 5c increase in the city 
tax rate. Council didn’t think it 
would. 

Police Cruisers 

There seemed to be general agree¬ 
ment about the need for more 
police cruisers, especially as the 
force becomes larger. Besides the 
two cruisers regularly budgeted for, 
Giese has recommended buying one 
other car with revenue sharing 
funds. This year, too, an unmarked 
car is due to be purchased from 
the replacement fund, making four 
cars in all. Giese recommended that 
instead of getting rid of the cars 
to be replaced, to the extent they 
are in good running order, the cars 
be retained and assigned to individ¬ 
ual officers who live in Greenbelt to 
be used for police duty only. The 
advantage is that the officer would 
be responsible for the care of the 
car. He saw maintenance costs go¬ 
ing down as a result. Lane men¬ 
tioned a long-range goal of one ear 
for each officer. Council did not 
think that would be possible for a 
long time. 

Radios 

Radios were on everyone’s list 
(for the FOP, manpower, radio* 
and cruisers had equal priority! 
The city manager reported that 
added funds are needed in the re¬ 
placement fund to get more radim 
He proposed two more mobile ra 
dios so that there would be one in 
each vehicle. He would take the 
money for 15 portable radios out of 
the revenue sharing fund and use 
the two old portables for spares. 
He felt a portable radio was as 
much a part of police gear as a 
pistol. Council did not seem to 
agree. At present the available por¬ 
tables are so heavily used there is 
no time to charge them. Giese 
mentioned that Laurel city leases 
portables for five years with an op¬ 
tion to renew the lease and receive 
all new radios. Council asked Giese 
to check on this further. 

Money was also funded for dark 
room equipment for the basemettf 
of the new addition. 

Lane added that he felt mainten¬ 
ance would be less if each officer 
was responsible for his own radio. 
He recommended one radio per offi¬ 
cer. 

The FOP requested the same 
portable communication equipment 
as the chief. Also they would like 
three surveillance microphones and 
earphones at $60 each. 

Steiffer said that Greenbelt’s po¬ 
lice have the reputation of being a 
cut above other police departments. 
He thought the portable radio was 
the officer’s life line and he pointed 
out it also may prevent him from 
drawing the gun. Steiffer thought 
the police ought to have portables 
now. 

The FOP would also like an ana¬ 
log scrambler device so their mes 
sages cannot be monitored. They 
would like to add another frequen 
cy. There is now one municipal 
band. Giese feels this is sufficient. 
Another receiver is also needed 
in Beltway Plaza or the county bus 
lot. The FOP requested an auto¬ 
matic generator for emergency 
equipment. 

Other Matters 

The FOP asked for a dispatcher 
console TV with three cameras, 
one for the detention area, 1 for 
the parking lot, and one for the 
prisoner’s entrance. This would 
cost roughly $20,000. Giese had not 
budgeted for this because he had 
hoped that the money budgeted for 
construction of the new additior 
would cover everything. It is toe 
early to know whether this will bt * 
so. A videotape for admission was 
also asked for. 

Funding for a park patrol mar, 
and a part time animal warder 
would remain the same. 

Other requests from the police are 
for additional medical benefits, 
specifically dental and optical. Lane 
suggested the city look into the 
feasibility of such a plan. A cost of 
living increase of 6% was budgeted 
by Giese. 

Giese informed council that ser 
ious crime had decreased in the city 
last year. Lane told council thal 
increased service to Greenbriar had 
been so good that they had disrais 
sed their security guard. He added 
that the department worked i® 
close cooperation with security at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School and 
that there had been few problem 
at the school. 


Capital Improvements Budget Buys 
New Equipment, Park Development

“I could have done it, but I didn’t 
do it, I could have done it, but I 
didn t do it,’ the Rev. Kenneth 
Bilker sadly told council at its 
April 17 meeting:. 

Buker was referring to his failure 
to notify city authorities that the 
sidewalks between Parkway and 
St. Hugh’s Church were covered by 
snow after a storm last March.

He re¬ 
quested that the city appoint a per¬ 
son to be in charge of seeing that 
snow is cleared from sidewalks, en¬ 
trances to courts, parking lots, in¬ 
ner walkways, etc. 

”1 could have done it, but I 
didn’t do it,” he said softly once 
more! 


Parkland Assigned 

Part of the Agricultural Research 
Center land in Beltsville will be 
turned over to the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) for park 
and recreational use, Senator Char¬ 
les McC, Mathias, Jr. (R Md.) an¬ 
nounced recently. 

Consisting of approximately 28 
acres of hilly and heavily wooded 
land bounded by Muirkirk Road 
and Old Baltimore Pike, the pro¬ 
perty will be used to increase park 
land for recreational ,open space, 
and gardening use. It will serve 
some 40,000 area residents now, and 
about 70,000 by the year 2000. 

During the next four years, pro¬ 
perty development will provide 
campsites, picnic areas, hiking 
trails, tennis courts, a tot lot, par¬ 
king areas and general landscaping. 
The General Services Administra¬ 
tion assigned the land to the De 
partment of Interior Bureau of Out¬ 
door Recreation, which will convey 
it to the MNCPPC for park use.

Meeting in a 2-hour session on 
Saturday, April 29, GHI board and 
committee members discussed a 
number of items related to rehabil¬ 
itation of GHI homes. 

Priorities, member options, win¬ 
dows and siding were ehief among 
the topics discussed. 

First to be accomplished by reha¬ 
bilitation, members agreed, should 
be projects related to maintenance 
savings closely linked with energy 
saving projects. Projects related to 
code violations and member safety 
would be next on the priority list. 

Assuming that new siding is part 
of the rehabilitation program, 
should individuals be permitted to 
have, for example, any kind of sid 
ing they desired so that in one row 
one might find vinyl, aluminum, 
wood or asbestos? There was gen¬ 
eral agreement that “controlled op¬ 
tions” should be available. Too 
many options, it was pointed out, 
would be a nightmare. GHI would 
have to stock so many different ma¬ 
terials that the cost and storage 
space would make such a proposal 
prohibitive. 

There was a suggestion that 
members be encouraged to do more 
maintenance work themselves in

A discussion over the merits of 
storm windows as opposed to ther¬ 
mal pane windows brought a diver¬ 
sity of opinion. 

Storm windows installed in front 
of the original window would be 
cheaper than thermal pane win¬ 
dows. Thermal pane windows are 
a double glass window with a dead 
air space between the panes. The 
original window would be removed. 

From the “let's replace only those 
windows in need of repair” to “my 
wife said she could n ot live with 
storm windows” to “casement win¬ 
dows do not need to be replaced 
if they .are properly scraped and 
recaulked” to the strong recom¬ 
mendation by members of the En¬ 
gineering and Maintenance Com¬ 
mittee that: “thermal pane wind¬ 
ows are preferred oyer storm win¬ 
dows” every conceivable point of 
view on this subject was voiced. 

Siding is a controversial subject. 
But, most members agreed that the 
condition of the substructure be¬ 
neath the siding on frame homes 
needs to be determined. It is hoped 
that this project can get underway 
in July. 

What new siding will cost is the 


major question. And, if the sub¬ 
structure is in poor condition, will 
members want new siding or the 
old siding put back? 

GHI Board President, Jim Smith, 
asked the members present if they 
thought tentative approval by the 
membership should be sought for 
the rehabilitation program before 
the board proceeds. Some felt that 
the members would want to know 
the precise cost of each rehabilita¬ 
tion item. Others felt that the cor¬ 
poration needs some sign from the 
members on their desires the 
scope of the program before 
financial assistance can be obtained. 

Smith reminded the group that 
“the more comprehensive the reha¬ 
bilitation program, the better GHI’s 
chances are of obtaining guaran¬ 
teed, long-term loans. 

Board member Margaret Hogen- 
son reminded the group that the 
demographic survey compiled last 
summer by the rehabilitation con¬ 
sultants indicated that 70-80% of 
the members favored most aspects 
of rehabilitation, while a vocal mi¬ 
nority now opposes it. A more de¬ 
tailed questionnaire on rehabilita¬ 
tion may soon be forthcoming.
